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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 1 , filed on 09/1 1/201 2, with respect to claims 1 - 
8, 10-23, 25-38 and 40-59 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Applicant argues that "This Amendment is filed in response to the Decision by the Board of 
Patent Appeals & Interferences on August 9, 201 2. In the Decision, the Board reversed the Examiner's 
rejection of claims 1-8, 10-23, 25-38 and 40-59 and affirmed the Examiner's rejection of claims 60-107. 
Accordingly, Applicant has canceled claims 60-1 07 by way of this Amendment. Thus, this Amendment 
does not require further search and/or consideration and entry of this Amendment is respectfully 
requested. Thus, claims 1-8, 10-23, 25-38 and 40-59 should now be allowed. In view of the above, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner issue a Notice of Allowance of all of the pending 
claims." 

The rejection of 1-8, 10-23, 25-38 and 40-59 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -8, 1 0-23, 25-38 and 40-59 renumbered 1 - 56 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Based on Patent Board Decision - Examiner Affirmed in Part dated 08/09/2012 - 
states that "ORDER, We reverse the Examiner's rejections of claims 1 through 8, 10 
through 23, 25 through 38, and 40 through 59, and we affirm the Examiner's 
rejections of claims 60 through 107. 

The decision of the Examiner to reject claims 1 through 8, 10 through 
23, 25 through 38, and 40 through 107 is affirmed-in-part."
